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The Gbnrka and the Tiger. 



Aboard the Kiran, nn she nosed 
oat to the deep channel and buade<) 
np river for her next distant point 
of call, things resumed their wonted 
quiet. Over tiie vast flood, and 
over the wider plain and jungle, 
brooded the sunlit, tieaoherous 
peHce ot the t topics. 

On tlie forward upper deck of the 
light draft, low-hulled, two deck, the 
Labcar steersman and the pilot di 
vided lh« work of guidiuK the boat. 
The serang, or Mohanunedan ship 
master, paced slowlj' aft, aud scan- 
ned as he went the turbid, seething 
flood, here three miles wi<le. The 
great river, rising hourly, was 
submerging silt flnts and cliars, in- 
undating low lying villages, over- 
whelming little islands that since 
the last period of low water had 
sprung into a sudden growth of 
rank vegetation. 

The bearded, hard visaged serang 
glanced over the native passengers 
a8seml)led on the after-deck. His 
eyes narrowed in interested scrutiny 
of one man. This was a young fel 
low who stood with his back to the 
rail, among, yet not of, the familiar 
ryot, coolie and artisan province 
folk. lie met the shipmaster's eyes 
with a counter gaze, self-reliant and 
bold. 

The serang recognized him for a 
scion of that warlike stock, the 
Qhurkas of Nepal. His nationality 
was shown in his dress — not the 
womanish robes of the plains people, 
but u sleeved coat, round cloth cap, 
and trousers. Chiefly, however, 
his descent was shown in the wea- 
pon he wore stuck into his waist 
saoh, a laige, sheathed sword- 
knife. 

This knife was the kukri. As 
other races cherish t':eir flag so the 
Ghurka cherishes his kukri. He 
always wears it ; he carries it where- 
ever he is called by his favorite 
trade of war; with it he is armed for 
the moft desperate hazard or afiFiay. 

The shipmaster moved on and de- 
scended to the lower deck. Him- 
self a Mohammedan, the serang 
could have little love for this Hindu 
stranger. 

The Ghurka, whose name was 
Sukhman Salt, was on his way to 
offer himself for enlistment in a 
Qhurka regiment of the Indian 
army. Well content he was with 
this prospect, but for one thing. 
After paying his passage to the dis 
tant cantonment town, he would 
have no means wherewith to bring 
his favorite younger tirother to Join 
him there. His anxious problem 
was how lionnrably to come by the 
necessary sum. 

Thus made thoughtful, he saw 
little of the mighty, rnshing flood, 
that was l)earing past varied flotsam 
and great uprooted treos. But the 
spectacle ofanllered heads In the 
river caught his interest. Those 
swimming deer must iiave l)een 
flooded out of a submerged island. 

A moment later excited cries 
came from the unseen forward 
deck. There was the thudding of 
quick feet and an urgent call for 
the seiang. Hhriller rose the excit- 
ed voices : 

' ' Sher I Nodi men ekla sher /" 
(A tiger ! A tiger in the river 1) 

Sukhman knew that tigers are 
excellent swimmers. 

Passengers and crew rushed for- 
ward along the deck alleys eager to 
see the wonder. Hukliman darted 
forwaid to Ihesleering deck, whete, 
close behind the pilot, ho scanned 
the vast open river ahead. 

"There he Is 1" oiled the pilot. 

He was Just pointing out to the 
serang rd odd-looking object coming 
steadily down with the current, al- 
most in the steamer's course. 

Biealhlessly all watched, until 
the queer, square looking thing 
that rose clear of the water phowed, 
distinct In the strong sunlight, the 
bold markings, and the rounded 
ears of a gieal male tiger's head. 
The enginen liad been stopped, and 
now the steamer was barely moving 
against I he current. 

A gleam shone In the sernng's 
eyes. He signaled full speed ahead. 

"Run the starboard paddle over 
him I" ho shouted to the steersman. 
The serang's passion for gain had 
got the better of his prudence. 

Tiger and steamer liad now <lrawn 
almost together, and all could mark 
the wlldeyed concern with which 
the beast surveyed the foaming onset 
of the great paddlo wheels. Then 
■uddenly Ihe tiger turned and with 



unlooked-for strength, came franti- 
cally spurting for the low prow. 

For a few momeuts the beast 
WHS lost to sight. Then, above the 
point of the unralled prow, slowly, 
with much stuggllng, rose a prodi- 
gious feline head? A huge paw 
followed and dug claws into the 
deck boards, heaving shoulders 
came next — then the whole great 
body lurched, dripped, upon the 
deck ! 

Panting, the tiger lay flat on his 
side, and his yellow eyes rolled In 
anxious survey of his strange quar- 
teis Finally he rose to a croucliing 
position, and his tail nervously 
swept the deck. He saw not far 
away a place of refuge. Slinking 
forward, he disappeared right un- 
der the feet of the scared beholders. 
He had taken cover between decks, 
among the cargo I 

On the steeringdeck, in the 
silence that followed, Sukhmau 
looked at the shipmaster. The 
tiger's wild agitation had been no 
greater than the dismay of the 
sertiug. He pushed through the 
throng and for the ladder amidships, 
to view the situation below. Sukh- 
man, closely following, gazed down 
on H strange commotion. Lasoais, 
stokers and engineers frantically 
laltored to complete a barricade of 
heavy cargo, which they had shifted 
and piled across from rail to rail. 
Tlie serang saw that when, present- 
ly, his l)oat should arrive opposite 
her next stop. It would l)e impossilile 
to put in or make fast, since tlie for- 
ward deck, with its cable tackle, 
oould not now be manned. His 
ship, except for the engines, was 
virtually tied up by the feline in- 
vader. The serang determined to 
scare the tiger ov^ rt)oard. 

" Stop her fct/nv).'" he commanded, 
in the pidgin lingo of his trade. 
The engines ceased ; and in the dead 
stillness that followed was raised a 
sky-rendiug noise of whistle-lilnsts 
from the steam sli en, combined with 
demoniac howls and shrieks from a 
hundred Ihioats. But when the 
frightful din had ceased, the tiger 
was still hugging his cover I With 
better prospects of success, they 
took the steamer far across to the 
right bank, and stopped it while the 
hideous noise WHS repeated. All In 
vain, and moreover valuable time 
had been lost. The ship resumed 
her onward course. The tiger had 
been forced to come aboard ; be 
could not, It .seemed, be forced to 
diseml)ark 1 

Sukhman did not admire such 
timorous tactics. Standing with 
some of the crow beside the l>arri- 
cade, he sarcastically recommended 
them to climb over and prod the 
stowaway out with a boat-^jook. 
The Lascars told him with heat to 
try It himself. Sukhman replied, 
" I'll take a look, anyhow." 

He promptly climbed up on the 
barricade. 

Wedge<l in on lop of it, he re- 
con noiiere<l the regularl3' stacked 
oases and bales that stretched 
forward to where the sunlight 
showed from the open deck beyond. 
He began his advance, now softly 
orawing, now lightly leaping onward 
over the stacks. Quided by the 
animal's odor, he stealthily ap- 
proached until, preering cautiously 
down Into a narrow, darkish lane, 
he beheld the crouohtng, nnsuspeot- 
ing tiger. 

lie saw the Imposing, whiskered 
head, the sleek, richly striped skin, 
the noble dimensions. A prize, in 
truth, to him who killed such a 
l>east. It might solve the problem 
that troubled him — how to get the 
money that would enable his 
brother to join him. 

Sukhman crept back, sprang 
down among the crew, and hurried 
to the group about the serang. 
That unhappy ofllcer was gesticulat- 
ing and lamenting — for now they 
were drawing toward the next sta- 
tion. " Kyakurrega f" ( What shall 
I do?) he whineil. And the only 
answear forthcoming whs, " Kuch 
naheinV^ (Can't do anything I) 
Sukhman pushed forward, and ad- 
dressed the shipmaster : 
^* Hera, serang jeef" And while the 
serang listene<i, the Ghutka pro- 
posed, single handed, to make way 
with the tiger. 

"But how?" asked the serang. 

Sukliam, draw'ng his kukri from 
its sheath at his waist, displaj'ed 
its tempered blade, its keen edge, 
its deadly point. 

The men of a softer breed started 
back aud stared in amazemotit at 



the Ghurka. What he proposed 
seemed the very madness of valor. 

The serang's face took on a look 
of malevolent cunning. It was as 
if he had thought, " These two furies 
will slay each other. The reward 
and the skin will then be mine I" 

But Sukhman stipulated for a 
written, witnessed agreement, set- 
ting forth his right to any reward 
that might accrue, and this agree- 
ment the serang had reluctantly to 
sign, 

Sukhman pocketed the document, 
and laid down the further condition 
that the steamer should Ire kept on 
her course amldsteam, and at f;ill 
speed. Then he called for a bucket 
of ship's grease and a handful of 
carpenter's rosin. With the rosin 
and a long, iron-pointed boat-hook 
that he took from its racks, he re- 
turned to the barricade. 

" Watch for me — and the tiger 
— out on the fore-deck I" he said. 

*' Have the grease ready for me 
there." Then he cllml)ed upon the 
t)arrloade, and crawled forward be- 
neath the deck roof. 

The others hastened to the steer- 
ing-deck. Here, as In some safe, 
raised gallery, they overlooked the 
empty deck and prow, the arena of 
the promised combat. 

Soon from below came portentous 
sounds, the racket of falling cargo, 
lianglng blows, horrid snarls. 
Then followed the thudding ot pad- 
ded feet — and out on the open deck 
rushed the tiger. 

The beast cast a glance at the 
throng overhead, and rushed to the 
prow. Here it gnzed down at the 
waves; then it glanced back to the 
churning paddle-wheels, then stared 
longingly off across the flood. It 
seemed to realize Its plight ; evi- 
dently had no wish to return to the 
cargo deck, for with a ferocious 
snarl, it wheeled and crouched flat 
in terror and rage. 

Suddenly the Ghurka below, had 
skipped niml)ly up the iron ladder 
to the steering-deck. While the 
tiger remained stationary, he rub- 
bed more rosin on his naked soles. 

"Now hand me that bucket," he 
said. 

With one eye on the croching 
tiger, he tested with hisflngerihe 
consistency of the warm giease. 
Then he set down the pail, and 
stripped off his coat. He stood in 
trousers and walstsash — in which 
was stuck the sheathed kukri. 
Taking up the pail of grease, ai>d 
stepping, face forward, to the 
ladder, he dropped to the deck be- 
low. The tiger watched him. 

A little In front of the tnan was 
the small donkey-engine, aud to 
that he advanced. 

The onlookers guessed nothing of 
the Qhurka's plan Spellliound, 
they looked from him to the huge, 
crouching beast. 

Sukhmau for some seconds stood 
motionless, as if calculating intently. 
Now he Huddeoly stepped in front 
of the engine, holding the pail of 
grease in both hands. With two 
deft throws, lie sent I he greasy fluid, 
splashing over the heated l)oards. 
He watched it slowly run auA 
spread between himself and the 
tiger. The tiger, horril)ly snarling, 
watched him. Then Sukhman l)e- 
gaii to attdresM loud, disrespectful 
challenges to the tiger to come on. 

But the tiger, snarling witli un- 
covered fangs, and blinking in the 
fierce glare, continued to crouch 
between the anchors In the prow. 

Sukhman Sub swung the empty 
bucket, and hurled It with true aim 
full at the beast. That was too 
much for any tiger! Roaring savage- 
ly, the brute charged. 

With a swift side spting, the man 
eluded the murderous jaws. As the 
tiger tried to swerve in pursuit, its 
fore paws slippe<J on thegreassed 
boards, and down It went, sprawl 
ing, with one shoulder on the deck. 

Sukhman sprang in; the kukri 
flashed in his hand He buried the 
broad blade in the white patch 
l)eneath the tiger's left shoulder. 
That skilled stroke passed clean 
between the beast's ribs, and clove 
Us heart. 

But although mortally stricken, 
the tiger Instantly regained Its feet 
and as the man dodged round theen- 
andlne and raced for the ladder, 
came furiously in pursuit. 

The horrified spectators saw the 
Ghurka spring up the ladder and 
throw himself over the rail. Then 
they crowded back in panic as the 
tiger reared with a dying effort 
olear to the deck level — only to top- 



ple backward, and drag down the 
iHdder in a crashing fall. 

The Ghurka stood, scatheless, 
and held aloft his weapon. " One 
stroke!" he called upon them to 
witness. "Only one!" 

At the cantonment town Sukh- 
man received a substantial sum, 
the government reward for destroy 
ing a dangerous tiger. A further 
sura he got from the military cap- 
tain for the splendid skin. The 
money more than sufficed to bring 
his l)rother to join him. And glad 
enough was the captxin to enlist 
two such recruits. — Yonth^sCom- 
pa7iion. 

Her. Mr. ■■. TanAllen Honored. 



The sei:vice at St. Paul's Church, 
Allmuy, on Sunday afternoon, Feb 
rurary 9th, arranged by the deal 
people of the diocese of Albany, 
under Ihe leadership of Layreader 
Arthur T. Bntley, to commemorate 
the 25th anniversary of the Rev. 
Mr. Harry Van Allen's service as 
missionary, was a very impressive 
one, considering it being a deaf 
people's service. More than 100 ueaf 
people from far and near were in 
attendance. 

The speakers were the R<»v. Dr. 
Edgar A Ehos, rector of St Paul's, 
Troy, and president of the Diocesan 
Commission on Chuich Work among 
the Deaf; Archdeacon Brooks, also 
a member of the commission; and 
the RttV. W. W. Ellsworth, of St 
John's, Johnstown, and secretary of 
the commission. 

Among those in the congregation 
WHS Judge H. F. Roy, of Troy, also 
a meml)er of the commission The 
Interpreter was Professor Stevenson 
of the Fan wood School. Mies Alice 
Judge, a member of the choir of St. 
Ann's Church, New York City, 
rendered the hymns in the sign 
langUHge. 

In his address. Dr. Enos rapidly 
sketched Ihe history of the Mission 
to the deaf in the diocese. He 
spoke of the visits of Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Gallaudet to Albany snd 
Troy, when those cities were vet a 
part of the old diocese of New York ; 
and of Mr. VanAllen lu coming to 
Johnstown in 1893 as foreman of 
a daily newspaper, and having al 
ready had some experience iu church 
work among the deaf in Washington 
and Philadelphia. He related how 
Rev. J. N. Marvin, of Johnstown, 
after inducing Mr. VanAllen to 
take charge of a Bible class, sug- 
gested a systematic work among 
thedeaf. Accordingly, the conven- 
tion of 1894 aufhorized it and a 
oommis-slon was appointed, which 
was composed of the Rev. J P. B. 
Pendleton, Schenectady, president; 
the Rev Dr. E. A. Enos, Troy; the 
Rev. F. G. Jewett, AUwiy ; the Rev. 
J. N. Marvin; Dr. J. H. Peck, Troy; 
Gen. W. B French, Saratoga; and 
John Horrooks, Cohoes. Of the.se, 
Dr. Kiios, Mr Marvin and Dr. Peck 
are siill living aud are still meml>ei8 
of the commission Mr. VanAllen 
was appointed lay missionary, ami 
four years later was ordained 
deacon by Bishop W. C. Doane, 
December 16th, 1898, and advanc 
ed to the priesthood by the same 
bishop February 20th, 1902 

Dr. Enos referred to Ihe slow 
grow-th of the wok, until It finally 
achieved recognition, and the mis- 
sionary was relieved of the neces 
sity of outside employment for his 
support. He praised highly the 
efficient way in whioli the work had 
been carried on under Mr. Van 
Allen's direction, and he paid a 
high tritiute to Mr. VanAllen's 
faithfulness, self-sacrifice and devo- 
tion, and to his iotelloctual endow- 
ments — especially I'is ability to ex- 
press his thoughts in direct and 
fluent English. He laid stress to 
the fact that if most of Mr. Van- 
Allen's letters could be collected 
Mud pultlished in a book form, it 
would bo much admired and prized 
by scholars and students alike, as 
his tersely wrilieu English was a 
ri^surrection of the style of Old 
English master writers. 

Dr. Enos carried further his tri 
bate to the epistolariau and phil- 
ologist by lemarking that instead of 
stopping with the mastery of the 
English, he learned language after 
language, particularly Hebrew and 
Dutch. The knowledge of the latter 
fMollltated his compilation of old 
Dutch records of the VanAllen 
family of several centuries, and 
wrote a book thereon. Moveover, 
I Dr. Edos expressed great admiration 



for Mr. VanAllen's wonderful me- 
mory, being able to recite lines aud 
stanzas from famous poems without 
a book in his pocket. 

In conclusion Dr. Enos told how 
Mr. VanAllen was honored by being 
called t<f take charge of the work 
among the deaf in Central New 
York, still retaining the All>auy 
flt'id, and had been extended to 
Western part of the state, making 
his fleld cover from Albany to Buf- 
falo, and Ogdensburg to Bingham- 
ton. Iu addition, be has acted as 
secretary to the Joint Committee of 
Advice for Cliurch Workers among 
tlie Deaf since 1907, a positiou which 
has brought him into contact with 
most of the bishops of the American 
Church. 

Rev. Mr. Wolcott Ellsworth, who 
is the son of a former director of the 
Hartford Suhool and who passed his 
boyhood iu Hartford, often visited 
tlie school and learned the alphabet 
there, spoke with much force and 
discrimination of the education of 
the deaf and of the progress which 
Ihe deaf have made in recent years. 
He sketched briefly, for the benefit 
of tlie heating people, how the edu- 
cation of the deaf was started in 
Hartford. His home was near 
that of Dr. E. M. Gailaudet's. and 
many times they two enjoyed 
jaunts along oouutry roada. 

He too spoke of his high regard 
for Mr VanAllen, of his long, close 
association, and of his valuable as 
sistauoe in solving peoplexiug ques 
tions. 

The Archdeacon spoke briefly of 
the connection of St. Paul's Church 
with the work among the deaf and 
concluded with felicitations and 
a graceful expipssion of his appre- 
oiation of .Mr. Van Allen's services 
and abilities. He once lived in 
Poughkeepsie, and visited the Gtl- 
laudet Home. When Rev Mr. Van 
Allen was called to respond, he was 
apparently affected oy the oongre 
gallon that had gathered to do him 
honor, and l)y the praises and 
appreciations of himself and his 
work. He related briefly reminis- 
cences of his work during those 
years, of the kind assistance of his 
dear friends, both deaf aud hearing 
deceased and living, and of the fleet- 
ness of time. 

A wi.se man once said thrtt 26 
years was a long time to look for- 
ward, but an exceedingly abort o e 
to look liKck upon. The philosophy 
of it being that human brains can 
not remember every movement of 
the past, so that the reduced store 
of memory naturally give impression 
of shortened time ; svhile we are 
always aware that in the future we 
will act and sleep te speud each mo- 
ment before a given time is reach- 
ed. 

lie explained how the modes of 
travel had improve<l since his first 
year, and that nowadays we are 
facilitated by the network of trolleys 
to reach churches in time for ser- 
vices. He estimated his annual 
mileage of travel as 10,000, and in" 
85 years must have covered more 
than 150,000 miles — the eq'iivalent 
of six trips around the world. 

He closed with an appeal that the 
praise and appreciation of his people 
for his efforts of 25 years should be 
manifested by more and better work 
in the years remaining. Prof. Ste- 
venson acquitted his service as inter- 
preter admirably well. His facility 
ill expressing with clear sigus was 
remarkable for a young man re- 
cently out of the embryonic stage. 
To H select few in the congregation, 
his signs betrayed the dialect of a 
Gallaudet College Normal Class 
graduate. 

Mi.s8 Alice Judge graced the ser- 
vice with her graceful translations 
of hymns, one of which was " Lead, 
Kindly, Light." 

Master Sack acted as cross-bearer 
In lioth processions. 

All this elal>orate and well arrang- 
ed event, the like of which being 
rare among the deaf in this part of 
the state, was due to the untiring 
efforts of our Lay reader, Arthur 
T, Bailey.

At Ave o'clock, on the morning 
of the twenty-fourth of January 
last, Mrs. Elizabeth Dougherty, 
who was sixty-four years of age, 
and had been living here for a year 
and nine months, died of heart dis- 
ease, after being confined to a sick 
lied only ten days. She had suffer- 
ed more or less from a defective 
heart for several years. The day 
after she died Rev. John Chaml»er 
lain, who is now an octogenarian, 
came up here from his home in the 
metropolis, and at two o'clock p M. 
the following day, delivered a short 
liut impressive service over the re- 
mains of the departed one. As 
there were two heating individuals 
in the chapel, the matron and the 
a.ssi8tant matron, besides the mem- 
bers of the family, the aged and 
venerable preacher delivered his 
service orally and liy signs simul- 
taneously. Immediately after the 
service was over the remains of the 
dead woman were convoyed to the 
cemetery aud burled. 

Rev. John H. Kent, the popular 
preacher aud lecturer of the me 
iropolis, preached here last Sui day 
(Februrry 9tli) morniug and after- 
oon. His morning service was de- 
voted exclusively to the career of 
the late Theodore Roosevelt, while 
in the afternoon he discussed the 
situation iu Europe. Rev. Mr. Kent 
Is a divine aud lecturer who knows 
the kind of topic the deaf like and 
how to explain what he tells them 
clearly. A lecture or a sermon is a 
lesson, and so all who attend Mr 
Kent's lectures or sermons feel that 
they have learned something from 
ilietu after leaving the ball. 

Up to date, Lincoln's Day, the 
ice in the pond, down near the 
f.irmhouse, has not frozen to « 
sufficient thickness for a good crop 
of Ice to he procured from it ; there- 
fore Mr. Samuel Gardner, the 
manager of the farm, with the help 
of Mr. Irelaud, a ueiglit<oring 
farmer, is procuring a supply o( 
ice from the pond belonging to the 
Stone Crushing Company, a 
short distance from the farmhouse. 
About two hundred tons of ice have 
already been stored away in either 
of the two icehouses near the farm- 1 
house, and they are nearly as full 
as they can be. This ice costs the 
Home but a trifle. When asked why 
he did not want to wait for the pond 
belonging to the Home to freeze up 
clear and thick, Mr. Gardner re- 
ptifd he thought it would not do 
so. As regards the future state of 
the weather, farmers are prophets. 

During the first week or t«o of 
Januaiy sleighing was good, then 
the snow melted away, and so the 
merry jingle of sleigh bells ceased. 
During the past several weeks the 
days have been unusually lovely, 
though quite cold. Several times, 
during these fine winter days. Miss 
Lauretta Smith, a maideu of twenty 
three, who has been a waitress here 
since the first of August last, has 
walked clear to Wappingers Falls 
aud back again. The town is three 
miles from here. Whenever Miss 
Smith goes to town she purchases 
some things for herself or for the 
Home, calls at the post office for 
such mail as may be there for the 
Home or for herself, and then makes 
her way back. Sometimes , however, 
she visits her uncle, who is a ctiem 
ist iu the dye works, for a very 
short time. She tells me that as 
soou as she gels to town it is about 
time to retrace her footsteps. 

Mr. James H. Caton, who is blind, 
deaf and dumb, left here last 
Friday morning for Phillipsburg, 
N. J., to visit a cousin there foi an 
indefinite length of time. Mr. I. 
N. Soper accompanied him to the 
railway station In New Burgh, 
where he put him on his train and 
in the special care of its conductor, 
and so off Mr. Caton went. Totally 
blind and deaf (>ersons s(«em to enjoy 
travelling as well as do persons 
blessed with all their faculties. 
Now this is is no " Chinese puzzle" 
or Sphinx riddle. It is the motion 
of the conveyance that the blind 
travel in which they enjoy. 

It may be Interesting to know 
that within the past five years 
eleven persons, eight women and 
three men, have died here, and 
only one of such persons, Mrs 
Dougherty, was less than seventy 
years of age. All the rest were 
I away beyond their aeventtea and 



eighties. Sorely deafness and 
dumbness are by no means a bar to 
longevity. The best rules for a 
long life are — 

" He llveth long who liveth well, 
"All other life is lost in vain."

along, and no one finds fault with 
their manner of expression. They 
can use slang and colloquialisms with 
cheerfulness and invulnerability. It 
is very seldom that tolerant superi- 
ority does anything but smile. Only 
last week a lady amusingly related 
what had been said to her in one of 
our exclusive Broadway shops of 
fashion in women's attire. The 
lady in question criticised a new and 
modish creation. To which the 
saleslady (a young woman whose 
features, dress and bearing suggest- 
ed refinement) replied : " The trou- 
ble is with you, dearie, where you've 
went they aint gave you no style." 
This in a shop redolent of high- 
toned patronage and the affluence 
of undoubted success. There is 
certainly much truth in the hum- 
orous saying of the late Bill Nye, 
that " it is not always necessary to 
be learned in order to acquire 
scads. ' ' 



As there doesn't seem to be any- 
thing particular upon which to exer- 
cise the customary editorial verbosi- 
ty this week, no one of our readers 
is likely to object to a few words of 
comment upon peculiarities of ver- 
bal expression among individuals as 
well as classes of individuals. 

At our schools for the deaf, tea- 
chers will tell you that it is much 
easier to convey to the deaf-mute 
an understanding of phrases and 
sentences, than it is to give the 
deaf-mute the ability to'correctly — 
grammatically— express his own 
ideas and impressions. 

Every deaf mute knows well and 
thoroughly many things that he 
can't tell in clean-cut Bnglish. His 
verbal expression is far inferior to 
his mental conception. People have 
been wont to designate the peculiar 
construction of sentences by the 
deaf-mute as " mutisms." That 
would erroneously create in the 
ordinary mind the impression that 
inability to speak words is the rea- 
son for outrageous bungling in 
building sentences ; which, of course, 
is all nonsense. 

In these days, when nine-tenths 
of the endeavor at schools is to teach 
children to enunciate words, the im- 
provement in language does not keep 
pace with the effort to inculcate it. 
The "mutisms" are as easily ap- 
parent in the pure-oral product as in 
the product of schools where the 
method has been modified for the 
betterment of the child's general pro- j 
gress. An investigation among the 
adult deaf will substantiate this 
statement. 

The real reason why many deaf- 
mutes do not write English as she 
ought to be writ, is that English is 
not written as she is perceived by 
the eye. Things and their .inrround- 
ings and the actions taking place 
among them, do ^not come to the 
vision in the order of correct gram- 
matical construction. 

This is how it i^eems to one who 
has not heard a sound in over forty- 
five years ; one who ha« mingled 
constantly with the adult deaf, who 
has grieved over their misfortunes 
and rejoiced with them in their social 
happiness and business successes; 
who has for more than forty years 
taught the meanings of words and 
their grammatical context to boys 
during their years at school. 

However, the State doe.s not 
appropriate money for the sole pur- 
pose of teaching language. It has 
in view a broader desideratum. As 
we understand it, the main object of 
school* for the deaf is to give know- 
ledge to the minds and mould the 
characters of children handicapped 
by deafocM, to the end that they 
shall become good and useful citizens. 
An ordinary literary acquirement 
is of lesfl value to them than the 
ability to do well the work for 
which the world needs them after 
their schooldays are over. 

The language of the nuuw of bear* 
ing people would not stand the test 
of critical analysis. But they get 
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The day for the " Welcome Home' '
